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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, either 
singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, the limitations of: 

...alternately implanting first impurity ions in a given region of said well region to 
form a lattice type drift region having a first lattice and a second lattice which are 
alternately arranged, wherein said first lattice is implanted by said first impurity ions; 

...implanting second impurity ions in said well region to control a threshold 
voltage; 

forming a gate insulating film and a polysilicon film on said silicon substrate of 
said well region, and then patterning said polysilicon film to form a gate electrode; 

implanting third impurity ions in said well region and said drift region to form a 
source region and a drain region respectively; 

implanting forth impurity ions in said well region to form a source contact region 
connected to said source region, as required by claim 1 .
